There  really  are  treasures  out  there  waiting  to  be  found.  All  you  need  is 
knowledge,  persistence  and  some  luck,  and  you  too  can  turn  copper  into  gold. 
About  two  years  ago.  I  ran  across  two  Library  of  Coins  Large  cent  albums  at  a 
local  flea  market  and  couldn't  turn  down  the  asking  price  of  $  1  each,  so  even 
though  I  was  not  collecting  coppers  at  the  time,  this  started  me  on  the  road  to 
assembling  a  low  grade  set  of  large  cents  (G-VF,  with  most  in  the  Fine  range), 
in  accordance  with  the  varieties  set  forth  in  the  books.  I  decided  to  concentrate 
on  mainly  the  late  dates  (1816  -1857)  ,  only  acquiring  a  few  early  dates  to  fill 
some  Book  1  holes.  Most  of  the  later  date  cents  were  acquired  for  about  $10 
each,  with  one  windfall  lot  with  an  approximate  cost  of  $5  -  $6  each.  I 
managed  to  assemble  almost  a  complete  set  of  cents  from  1816  through  the  last 
year  of  issue,  1857,  acquiring  not  only  a  lot  of  scrap  copper,  but  some  valuable 
knowledge  and  dealer  relationships  along  the  way.  There  were  only  a  few  dates 
which  I  never  purchased,  including  the  scarce  1839  over  36,  although  I  always 
scoured  dealers  “junk  boxes”  of  low  grade  large  cents  for  that  variety. 

Early  this  year,  I  decided  that  I  had  completed  this  set  as  far  as  I 
wanted  to,  and  was  determined  to  "downsize"  my  collection.  The  large  cents 
in  my  collection  at  the  time  consisted  of  75  different  dates  and  varieties 
which  I  graded  and  packaged  individually  (mv  wife  still  hears  the  echo  of 
stapling  into  the  night),  and  decided  to  sell  along  w  ith  the  Library'  of  Coins 
albums.  This  is  where  the  copper  turned  into  gold  Prior  to  my  sale  of  the  large 
cents  (which  by  the  way.  I  was  able  to  actually  sell  the  entire  set  at  one  time  for 
a  minimal  profit).  I  had  purchased  Stanton's  Cherrypicker’s  Variety  book.  I 
went  through  each  cent  and  noticed  that  the  1846  tall  date  variety'  had  an 
obverse  die  line  through  the  1  in  the  date,  which  was  illustrated  in  the 
Cherrypicker's  guide  as  a  Newcomb  -23,  a  rare  die  variety.  As  it  turns  out,  my 
coin  did  not  match  the  reverse  die  characteristics  illustrated  for  this  variety,  but 
the  book  indicated  that  this  obverse  die  was  matched  with  four  different  reverse 
dies,  two  of  which  were  rare,  the  N-23  and  the  N-25.

Not  knowing  much  about  Newcomb  die  varieties,  I  showed  the  coin 
first  to  dealer  Tom  Hyland,  who  was  not  able  to  identify  the  variety  but  was 
kind  enough  to  fax  me  a  printout  from  Bob  Grellman's  book  on  late  date  large 
cent  varieties.  It  appeared  to  me  that  I  might  have  a  Newcomb  25,  listed  as  an 
R-6,  with  approximately  30  known  in  all  grades.  I  brought  this  information 
with  me  to  my  next  show,  and  got  Chris  Young's  opinion.  Chris  is  a 
well-known  copper  dealer  and  variety'  specialist,  and  upon  examination,  he  was 
not  able  to  make  a  call  and  suggested  some  “Blue  Ribbon"  be  applied  to  the 
reverse  to  remove  minor  gunk.  (Blue  Ribbon  is  a  commercial  product 
specifically  made  for  copper,  which  removes  surface  dirt,  while  lea\'ing  the 
underlying  surfaces  intact).  I  did  this  and  at  a  subsequent  show',  asked  for  Gary 
Smith's  opinion.  Gary  is  also  a  copper  collector/dealer  who  I  met  while 
assembling  the  set  of  large  cents.  He  examined  the  coin  and  believed  that  it  was 
a  rare  N-25  variety,  and  gave  me  the  name  of  an  Early  American  Copper  (EAC) 
collector.  Dan  Ajgyro.  from  Buffalo.  NY.  who  would  attribute  the  coin  for  me, 
once  and  for  all.  Dan  and  I  corresponded  on  the  Internet,  as  he  is  the  creator  of 
a  great  web  site  for  coppers,  called  “uscents.com'',  and  I  then  shipped  him  the 
coin  for  examination  and  attribution.  Dan  returned  my  E-Mail  notes  with  a 
“Congratulations,  your  coin  IS  a  Newcomb-25,  graded  VF-20.  net  15",  by  strict 
EAC  standards,  along  with  an  offer  to  buy  it. 

The  coin  is  one  of  37  known,  and  is  tied  with  5  others  for  second  finest 
known  of  the  variety.  The  highest  graded  coin  is  VF-20,  making  my  $10 
purchase  surely  my  best  numismatic  hit  of  the  decade  (even  beating  out  the 
Botanical  Garden  sets).  The  authoritative  price  guide  for  large  cent  varieties  is 
called  the  CQR  (Copper  Quotes  by  Robinson),  which  is  a  listing  of  prices 
realized  for  rare  varieties.  By  EAC  standards,  a  nice  Fine  has  sold  for  $1,100. 
with  the  finest  known  VF  having  sold  for  $3,500!  Happy  hunting! 


Postscript:  In  the  recent  Wes  Rasmussen  Collection  auctioned  by  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin 
this  past  February,  an  1846  N-25  Large  Cent  grading  VG-10,  Sharpness  FIine-15,  listed  in  the  catalogue 
as  a  R6-  realized  $625.  I  have  seen  Rich’s  specimen  and  it  is  definitely  superior.,  ed. 

Rich  Berberian  is  a  numismatist  who  has  developed  a  curious  habit  of  turning  knowledge 
into  numismatic  treasure.  His  first  article,  "Collective  Memories"  appeared  in  the  New  Jersey 
Numismatic  Journal ,  Vol.  22,  No.  2.

Collectible  Eighteenth  Century  Year  Sets? 

by  Amo  Safran 


How  mam  Umted  States  18th  Century  year  sets  (excluding  gold  and 
the  Gallery  Mint  Museum  repros)  fall  within  the  affordable  range  of  moderate 
income  collectors9  The  Federal  government  began  coining  operations  in  1793 
and  by  1800.  the  last  year  of  the  century,  eight  different  dates  would  be 
impressed  on  to  the  various  denominations  struck.  Due  to  the  major  rarities  that 
make  up  this  period,  there  appear  to  be  three  years  out  of  the  eight  in  which  a 
denominational  year  set  might  be  acquired  . 

The  first  opportunity  is  1795  in  which  five  denominations  were  coined. 
These  include  the  Liberty  Cap  Wit  and  cent,  the  Flowing  Hair  half  dime,  half 
dollar  and  dollar  plus  a  transitional  date  type  within  the  dollar  denomination;- 
Scot's  Draped  Bust/  small  eagle,  after  Gilbert  Stuart’s  portrait  of  Anne 
Bingham.  In  grades  averaging  Fine- 15.  one  could  assemble  this  six  piece  set  for 
just  under  $4,000,  around  $3,000  if  you  choose  to  omit  the  Draped  Bust  dollar. 
Since  such  a  project  involves  a  considerable  amount  of  money,  the  challenge  is 
to  locate  specimens  that  are  relatively  problem-free;  (i.e.,  having  good  color, 
decent  surfaces  free  of  porosity,  unsightly  digs  or  gashes  and  with  edges  free  of 
nm  nicks  or  filing.)  This  is  a  tall  order,  because  virtually  all  lower  grade  coins 
this  old  have  been  cleaned  or  "played  with"  at  one  time  or  another  with  the 
purpose  of  improving  their  appearance. 

The  second  year  in  which  a  denominational  set  could  be  acquired  is 
1798.  Excluding  gold  again  (which  is  extremely  rare),  there  are  just  three 
denominations  to  consider,  all  with  Robert  Scot's  Draped  Bust  obverse  design. 
These  include  the  cent,  the  dime  and  the  dollar  which  again  comes  in  two 
types;  the  small  eagle  reverse,  -very  expensive.-  and  the  much  more  common 
Heraldic  Eagle.  Since  it's  a  denominational  set  that  we're  after,  one  need  only

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The  "Six  Pound  Lobsters"  of  1758 

by  David  Gladfelter 

Unlike  the  "boring"  native  fish  in  our  New  Jersey  State  Aquarium,  the 
marine  life  on  our  Colonial  paper  money  can  be  quite  colorful.  Massachusetts  has 
its  "codfish"  notes  and  Georgia  its  "lighthouse"  certificates.  Now,  we  in  New 
Jersey  have  our  "six  pound  Lobsters." 

I  refer  (mostly  in  jest)  to  the  £6  denomination  of  the  Eighth  War  issue  of 
Bills  of  Credit  (and  16th  issue  overall),  emitted  May  1,  1758.  A  stunning  example 
of  this  note  was  auctioned  by  Stack's  in  January.  The  note  was  illustrated  in  color 
on  the  catalog  cover,  in  the  close  company  of  a  Brasher  doubloon  (the  note  sold,  the 
doubloon  didn't.) 

The  Stack's  example,  shown  here,  is  of  the  earlier  "large  arms"  variety  of 
the  £6  plate  in  use  from  1756  through  1759.  According  to  Eric  P.  Newman,  a  total 
of  6,393  large-arms  £6  notes  were  printed,  including  1,834  of  the  May  1,  1758  issue. 
Their  red  borders  initially  consisted  of  plain  lines,  becoming  more  ornate  over 
time.  Few  surviving  examples  show  complete  red  borders.  That  on  the  Stack's 
example  is  not  only  complete,  but  is  an  exceptionally  strong  (although  still 
"mushy")  impression,  which  makes  possible  the  identification  of  the  individual 
elements  making  up  the  design. 

These  elements  came  from  the  varied  tyqve  cases  of  the  Woodbridge 
printer,  James  Parker,  entrusted  with  printing  15  issues  of  New  Jersey  colonial 
paper  money  from  1755  to  1764.  Their  variety  was  meant  to  be  an  early  deterrent 
to  counterfeiting.

The  left  border  which  gives  this  note  its  nickname,  consists  of  10 
"lobster"  designs  with  an  index  at  the  top.  The  lobster  is  intended  to  be  the  Zodiac 
symbol  of  Cancer.  Zodiac  symbols  are  found  on  many  of  Parker's  notes  as  well  as 
those  of  his  successor,  State  printer  Isaac  Collins.  The  detail  showing  ten  of  them 


(all  but  Aries  and  Taurnstjs  frpm.the  back  of  the  June  22,  1756  12s  note.

The  top  of  the  border  consists  of  13  repetitions  of  a  i'-leaf  clover  design, 
each  with  4  plants,  that  on  the  left  having  its  root  tip  turned  up  and  those  of  the  3 
others  turned  down  (more  easily  visible  in  the  detail.)  The  right  border  has  8 
curlicue  designs  from  the  character  appearing  on  the  reverse  of  the  June  14,  1757 
30s  note  illustrated  in  Newman.  In  the  center  of  this  border  appears  to  be  a  weakly 
printed  Gothic  "VI"  (value  symbol)  turned  sideways.  ■ 


The  value  of  the  note  is  also  shown  here,  as  on  the  other  £6  issues  of  New 
Jersey,  as  2  sols  (sun  faces,  on  the  front)  and  24  crowns  (on  the  poorly  detailed 
back.)  For  some  reason,  the  red  border  is  asymmetrical.  The  top  and  bottom 
designs  extend  past  the  right  border,  but  not  the  left. 


The  £6  denomination  was  the  highest  value  of  Colonial-era  New  Jersey 
paper  money  issue,  and  was  usually  the  most  ornate  in  design,  thereby  attracting 
collectors'  interest.  Those  of  Parker’s  final  five  issues,  one  per  year  from  1760 
through  1764,  used  a  new  small  arms  face  plate.  Although  fewer  —  5,428—  were 
printed,  they  seem  to  have  a  somewhat  higher  survival  rate  than  the  large  arms 
variety.  The  arms  are  those  of  Great  Britain,  and  were  understandably  replaced 
after  1776  by  our  familiar  New  Jersey  state  arms  although  the  £,  s  and  d 
denominations  continued.

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A  Special  Encounter  With  a 

1916  Standing  Liberty  Quarter 

by  Robert  Beels.  Jr.

I  recently  had  the  opportunity  to  examine  a  1916  Liberty  Standing 
Quarter  purchased  by  a  friend  of  mine,  Alex  Molochko  of  Shelter  Cove  Coins, 
at  the  Colts  Neck  Show.  The  coin  appeared  to  be  weakly  struck  with  the  most 
beautiful  lilac  tomng  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse.  A  scarce  coin  indeed, 
according  to  Gary  Smith  with  a  total  mintage  reported  at  52,000  pieces.  The 
grade  consensus  on  that  particular  day  was  AU,  original  and  problem  free.  The 
grading  team  consisted  of  myself,  Alex,  Gary  and  Dave  Wilson,  not  exactly 
NGC.  or  PCGS..  yet  many  years  of  experience  under  our  belts  nonetheless. 


As  you  know  1916  was  a  time  of  global  conflict  which  was  reflected  in 
the  design  of  our  nation's  coinage.  1916  was  a  year  of  transition  for  three 
major  denominations,  the  dime,  quarter  and  half  dollar  and  an  end  to  the  barber 
design.  The  policy  of  using  a  single  design  across  multi-denominations  had 
come  to  an  end.  Having  the  same  design  across  many  denominations  for  such  a 
long  period  of  time  wore  out  it’s  welcome,  both  in  Liberty  seated  and  Barber 
coinage.  This  being  the  scenario  at  such  a  patriotic  time  in  our  history,  one 
can  appreciate  the  mind-set  of  people  hoarding  the  new  and  beautiful  designs. 
There  are  probably  more  uncirculated  1916  Mercury  dimes  which  survived  than 
any  other  'early'  date.  The  quarter  and  half  dollar  on  the  other  hand  was  quite 
a  bit  of  money  back  in  1916  and  thus  hoarded  to  a  somewhat  lesser  extent. 

Over  the  years.  I  have  examined  several  of  these  scarce  quarters,  the 
lowest  grade  being  a  PCI  VF-30,  a  nice  problem  free  and  steel  gray  in  color, 
which  resides  in  the  private  collection  of  a  friend  The  highest  grade  I  have 
examined  was  at  the  very  first  East  Coast  Expo,  at  the  Hilton  in  Parsippanv,  a 
PCGS.  MS-67  Full  Head ,  one  of  PCGS  population  (2)  finest  known  to  exist. 
The  dealer  was  nice  enough  to  allow  me  to  examine  the  coin  which  was  pristine 
white  and  flawless  with  superb  luster  (blast). 

According  to  Walter  Breen’s  Encyclopedia  of  U  S.  Coins,  comments, 
'usually  found  in  lower  grades'  is  contrary  to  my  experience  and  the  PCGS

population  reports.  I  should  note  that  for  many  years.  I  have  considered  Breen's 
reference  to  be  ‘The  Bible’,  yet  on  several  occasions  have  found  information  to 
be  misleading.  Granted,  the  late  Walter  Breen  did  not  have  the  benefit  of 
population  statistics  and  some  mint  state  pieces  have  been  re-submitted 
numerous  times  in  hope  of  a  higher  grade,  which  may  account  for  a  somewhat 
inflated  MS  tally.  Considering  the  re-submission  factor.  I  find  it  amazing  that 
the  total  PCGS  population  of  all  grades  is  a  mere  619  pieces.  An  interesting 
number  considering  a  total  mintage  of  52.000. 

Breen  further  states  that  'nearly  all  have  flat  heads',  also  contrary  to 
the  1997  PCGS  population  report  where  roughly  50%  of  certified  uncirculated 
specimens  have  been  designated  FH'  full  head.  And  again,  contrary  to  what  we 
know  about  fresh  brand  new  dies  of  first  year  coinage.  For  example,  you  would 
be  hard  pressed  to  find  an  uncirculated  1916  Mercury  Dime  without  fully 
rounded  split  bands.  We  also  know  that  the  type  I  design  came  strongly  struck 
from  Philadelphia  in  1917  and  full  heads  are  inherent  in  the  design.  But  since 
the  obv  erse  hub  was  modified  for  1917,  it  would  not  be  a  valid  consideration. 

Obviously  1916  quarters  have  been  certified  by  the  other  grading  services, 
NGC.  PCI  and  ANACS.  yet  I  believe  PCGS  to  be  a  good  measuring  stick.  We 
can  reason  that  most  1916  quarter  survivors  have  been  certified  due  to  the  ‘key- 
date’  status  and  the  necessity  of  authentication.  Also  note  that  population 
reports  reflect  all  grades  from  AG  through  MS-67.  We  can  also  reason  that 
almost  all  high  grade  specimens  have  been  certified  while  some  low  grade 
pieces  may  not.  Such  is  the  nature  of  the  ‘slab  business'  and  comes  down  to 
dollars  and  cents  (mostly  dollars). 

I  guess  that’s  the  key  (excuse  the  pun)  in  what  intrigued  me  most  about  this 
particular  specimen,  being  'raw'  uncertified  What  a  pleasure  it  was  to  hold 
that  very  rare  coin  in  my  hand.  J.  Kline  had  three  specimens  at  the  Baltimore 
show  this  past  month  (all  certified).  It’s  ironic  that  some  collectors  that  have 
the  financial  means  to  own  such  a  piece  may  never  have  the  pleasure  of  holding 
and  examining  the  actual  coin.  It  should  also  be  noted,  however  unimportant, 
that  this  coin  assigned  an  AU-58  grade  by  our  team  was  certified  by  NGC  as 
MS-62. 

Finally,  I  must  admit  that  there  is  something  about  the  'well  formed’ 
design  of  the  type  I  quarters  that  also  intrigues  me. 


The  author  is  the  President  of  the  Haekettstown  Coin  Club  and  incoming  President  of  the  GSNA. 
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opt  for  the  Heraldic  Eagle  Bust  dollar  which  is  priced  at  around  $750  in  VF-30. 
(At  a  recent  show  I  saw  a  small  eagle  reverse  of  this  date  encapsulated  in  a  PCGS 
VF-30  holder  and  priced  at  more  than  $3,000  ,  well  above  Gray  sheet  price.)  As  the 
1798  cent  is  one  of  the  more  common  18th  century  dates  to  acquire,  a  VF-25 
specimen  of  a  R-l  die  variety  might  sell  from  $250  to  $400  depending  on  the 
color,  strike  and  surfaces.  It  is  the  dime  that  will  cause  the  most  agita  for  the 
collector.  Its  popularity  as  a  not  so  scarce  18th  century  date  has  minimized 
appearances  above  Fine- 15  even  at  the  larger  shows.  When  found,  free  of 
problems,  expect  to  pay  at  least  one  hill  grade  higher.  A  compromise  might  be 
to  select  a  well  struck  F-15  specimen  within  the  $600  price  range  if  you  can 
Find  one.  Assuming  you  are  successful,  your  total  cost  for  a  three-piece  1798  set 
should  not  exceed  $1,700. 

The  third  "affordable"  year  set  from  the  18th  Century  is  1800.  Like 
1795  there  are  five  denominations  but  not  the  same  five.  Instead  of  the  half 
dollar  there  is  the  "dreaded"  dime  again;  the  denominations  being  the  Draped 
Bust  ‘/20,  10,  half-dime,  dime  and  dollar.  The  smallest  and  largest 
denominations  would  appear  to  be  the  easiest  to  acquire  at  close  to  sheet  prices. 
The  large  cent,  once  considered  common,  has  been  increasing  in  value  over  the 
past  five  years  with  the  result  that  a  EAC  graded  Fine- 15  may  be  the  upper 
limit  of  affordability.  The  1800  Half  dime  is  the  most  common  for  the  Draped 
Bust  series  but  it  is  usually  found  with  a  deplorable  strike.  A  Fine- 15  will  sell 
within  the  $650  to  $750  range.  The  1800  dime  is  about  on  par  with  the  '98  in 
availability  and  should  sell  for  about  the  same  but  finding  one  in  either  Fine  or 
VF  with  eye  appeal  remaining  at  a  fair  market  price  will  take  some  doing.  Bust 
dollars  of  this  year  are  not  scarce  but  come  more  weakly  struck  on  the  reverse 
than  the  earlier  dates  Expect  to  be  charged  between  $700  and  $850  for  a  VF 
specimen.  Your  total  cost  of  an  1800  year  set  averaging  F-VF  should  fall  with 
the  neighborhood  of  $3,000  depending  on  the  dime. 

With  the  year  2000  fast  approaching  collectors  may  begin  seeking 
century  year  sets.  While  1900  mintages  were  huge,  those  of  1800  were  minimal 
by  comparison.  Can  you  afford  to  wait?  Happy  hunting.

Solution  to  Numismatic  Crossword 
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Byzantine  Emperors  of  Chaos 

Part  Four  of  a  series  by  Christopher  T.  Connell 


During  the  years  685  to  717,  the  imperial  government  of  the  Byzantine  Empire  was  in 
chaos.  In  these  32  years  six  different  men  ruled  in  seven  separate  reigns  (Justinian  II  was 


overthrown  twice)  Justinian's  two  reigns  totaled  sixteen  years  or  one  half  of  the  period  of  chaos. 


Justinian  II 

second  reign  (summer  705  to  4  November  711) 

Justinian  returned  in  a  reign  of  terror.  Rather  than  turn  attention  to  affairs  of 
state  made  desperate  by  this  event,  Justinian  embarked  on  a  campaign  of  vindictive 
slaughter,  torture  and  mutilation.  The  entire  social  and  political  structure  was  at  the 
mercy  of  his  bizarre  and  vengeful  w  him. 

By  709  Justinian's  purges  had  eliminated  most  of  the  government,  the  most 
effective  generals,  and  much  of  the  army.  Bulgars  in  the  North,  and  Arabs  to  the  South 
and  East  made  swift  and  successful  incursions  into  Byzantine  territory.  Justinian's 
response  to  this  was  to  send  a  military  venture  to  Ravena,  the  Byzantine  city  in  Italy, 
arrest  the  aristocracy,  transport  them  to  Constantinople,  and  sentence  them  all  to  death. 
He  next  sent  an  expedition  agamst  the  Black  Sea  port  city  of  Cherson,  with  orders  to 
eliminate  those  in  power  during  the  time  of  his  exile  there  Hundreds  were  killed  before 
a  Kahzar  army  came  to  the  city’s  rescue.  Cherson  and  the  Byzantine  population  of  the 
Crimea  declared  themselves  m  open  rebellion  against  Justinian. 

Justinian  responded  by  dispatching  a  regiment  of  troops  with  orders  to  kill 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  city  of  Cherson  and  to  raze  its  buildings  to  the 
ground.  The  army  defected.  They  proclaimed  a  general  named  Bardanes  their  emperor. 
He  took  the  name  of  Philippicus  and  sailed  back  to  Constantinople  leading  the  very 
army  that  had  been  sent  to  destroy  Cherson  In  the  City,  the  new  emperor  was  welcomed 
by  a  population  fed  up  with  Justinian's  vengeful  madness.  Justinian  was  beheaded,  his 
corpse  thrown  mto  the  sea  and  the  disembodied  head  displayed  in  Constantinople,  then 
Ravena  and  finally  Rome.  Justinian's  six  year  old  son  Tiberius  was  also  executed 
thereby  ending  the  Heraclian  dynasty. 

The  com  above  is  a  solidus  of  Justinian  ETs  second  reign.  S.  1415,  19mm, 
4. 1 6g.  Reverse  portrays  Justinian  on  the  left  of  his  son,  six  year  old  Tiberius,  both 
wearing  crown,  divitision,  and  chalmvs.  The  inscription  reads  JUSTINIANUS  ET 
TibERIUS  PP  A'  or  "Justinian  and  Tiberius  forever  Emperors."  Despite  Justinian's 
cruelty,  his  second  reign  coins  bear  a  remarkable  icon  image  of  Jesus,  reputed  to  have 
been  made  from  a  life  sketch.  The  light  weight  of  this  com  appears  to  be  an  anomaly. 
The  planchet  is  full  size  and  has  not  been  clipped.  Specimens  in  the  Dumbarton  Oaks 
collection  range  m  weight  from  4. 17  to  4.46g.,  averaging  4.335g.
